qu estioned. The order also re 
qu ired that doctors and nu rses 
by admitted to the prison. 
A grou p of lawyers, doctors, 
nu rses and legal assistants was 
tu rned away at a prison gate at 
3 a m. when they attempted to 
present the federal cou rt order. 


State corrections officials 
In Al­ 
bany said they were stu dying 
the order and were preparing 
to answer it at a hearing set 
in Bu ffalo. 
A spokesman for the grou p, 
William E. Hcllerstein of New 
York City, told newsmen the 
grou p feit it was necessary to 
“ get the cou rt into this now- to 
head off reprisals by correc­ 
tions officers against prisoners 
who participated in the revolt. 
Nine gu ards and other prison 
employes who had been held

co ncessio ns with their captives’ 
liv 2S were killed Monday.

and Repu blican governors are 
not in any event abou t to en­ 
dorse a Democratic statement | 
critical of the administration. 
Twenty of the’ 29 Democratic 
governors and 20 of the 21 Re­ 
pu blicans are on hand for the 
San Ju an conference. So 12 Re­ 
pu blican votes wou ld be enou gh 
to block the statement. 
Whatever the ou tcome. Gov. 
Marvin Mandel of Maryland, 
the Democrats’ new chairman, 
said the critical statement "is 
the policy of the Democratic 
governors, and it will be pre­ 
sented to the President.”

In Canftdft 
and Japan, the President wo uld be allay ing so me o f the 
disappo intment o ver his eco no mic po licy vo iced by o ur 
biggest trade custo mers and clo sest allies. 
Japanese o fficials were irritated o ver the diplo matic 
and eco no mic maneuvers o f recent day s—the President s 
anno uncement that he wo uld go to China witho ut advising 
To k y o in advance, the impo sitio n o f a 10 per cent sur­ 
charge o n impo rts and suspending o f a pledge to redeem 
do llars in go ld. 
Canadian o fficials also have been upset by the Pres­ 
ident’s do llar diplo macy . They argue that their expo rts 
sho uld be exempt fro m the impo rt surcharge because 
o f the integratio n o f the Canadian and American eco n 
o mics. Ho wever, there is a serio us deficit in the balance 
o f trade with Canada, as there is with Japan, and these 
must be co rrected. 
Mr. Nixo n will fly to Ancho rage. Alask a. September 26, 
to welco me Empero r Hiro hito and Empress Nagak o 
when they mak e a refueling sto p o n a trip to Euro pe. 
It will be the first meeting o f an incumbent American 
President and a reigning Japanese Empero r. 
The President decided no t to travel to Iran fo r the 
celebratio n o f the 2.500th anniversary o f the fo unding o f 
the Persian empire in Persepo lis. seat o f the empire 
fo unded by Cy rus the Great. Vice President Agnew 
will tak e part in the celebratio n with representatives o f 
so me 60 natio ns, including President Nik o lai V. Po dgo rny 
fo r the So viet Unio n. 
Demo crats are irritated because Mr. Nixo n’s fo reign 
travels will mean high expo sure and reams o f publicity 
in a campaign y ear, but that is a Presidènt’s privilège. 


‘No Ho rrendo us Crime’ 


The leak age o f so me S4 millio n, by fraud practiced by 
so me 45.000 welfare clients in New Yo rk City , wo uld 
maintain the city go vernment o f a city o f 10.000 po pula­ 
tio n. Yet the city welfare co mmissio ner in New Yo rk , 
Jule M. Sugarman. said the duplicate cashing o f check s 
by these welfare recipients was “ no ho rrendo us crime.” 
New Yo rk State Co ntro ller Arthur Levitt had disco v­ 
ered the frauds in audits o ver a three-y ear perio d and 
called them “ o utright chicanery .” Of co urse, so me wel­ 
fare check s lo st, stray ed o r pilfered are to be expected. 
But in to o many instances, the client swears he has lo st 
the check and cashes a replacement as well as thè 
o riginal. That is theft. 
Sugarman calls it a “ mino r theft.” Because o f the 
amo unt, it is a misdemeano r. He say s his o ffice pro se 
cutes selectively , but because o f the co urt co ngestio n, 
o nly 800 to 900. o ut o f 20.000 who fraudulently o btained 
duplicate check s, were pro secuted last y ear. 
To deter these mino r thefts. Sugarman said that if 
they disco ver it. the reliefers have to pay it back o ut o f 
their small welfare check s. Seco nd, his o ffice pro secutes 
selectively . They pro secute aggravated cases and every ­ 
o ne runs the risk o f pro secutio n. Sugarman disclo sed 
that the city had “reco uped” o n 12.000 o f the 20.000 dupli­ 
cate check s it had disco vered were fraudulently o btained, 
after recipients’ swearing that o riginals were lo st o r 
sto len. This meant that the city did no t pinpo int the o ther 
24.000 Levitt had repo rted duplicated. 
These check s are small and the peo ple who get them 
may no t be used to handling mo ney and can be tak en 
advantage o f. as Sugarman said. One may sy mpathize 
with them witho ut co ndo ning their crime. In the aggre­ 
gate. it represents a go o d deal o f mo ney taxpay ers have 
wo rk ed hard to pay .
